T h e W e e k ly He p o r t o f G e n . G r a n t ’s C o n d i ­ 
tio n . 


Dr. Shrady sent the Medical Record ol 
the 25th the following official bulletin of 
Gen. G ra n t’s condition: 
The progress of the discase from which 
Gen. G ra n t is suffering, barring accidental 
com plications, is slow. Comparing the con­ 
dition of the p atien t w ith w hat it was a 
m onth ago, the changes which have taken 
place can be appreciated. Taking 
this 
period 
of 
tim e in to 
consideration, it 
can 
lie 
said th a t 
the swelling under 
the angle of the lower jaw on the right side 
has increased and tecom e hard er and more 
deeply fixed. 
It has shown a tendency to 
progress in a direction dow nw ard and for­ 
ward upon the right side of the neck, and 
the infiltration extending into the neighbor­ 
ing glandular structures. The pains in these 
p arts, although fortunately n o t frequent 
nor severe, have a significance which can­ 
n ot be ignored. The ulceration of the right 
side of the base of the tongue has become 
coarser and more irregular, alt hough itssu- 
perficial area has not perceptibly increased. 
This is the seat of pain occasionally in sw al­ 
lowing, and when certain exam inations of 
the th ro a t are m ade. The destructive pro­ 
cess on t he right side of the av u la is ap p a r­ 
ently quiescent, although a new portion ol 
t he m argin of the p alatal curtain is showing 
a tendency to break down. The voice has 
teen reduced to a whisper, due p artly 
to the inflam m atory envolvem ent of the 
vocal cords and p artly to the nervous 
ato n y of the latter. There is som e im prove­ 
m ent of the general strengt h, the ap p etite is 
unchanged ,u nd the usual am o u n t of nourish­ 
m ent is taken.

The meeting of the S tate D airym en’s As­ 
sociation, a t M oorehfud, Clay Co., wa* 
1 largely attended. 
F rom five to eight hun­ 
dred were present, ail part* of the S tate 
taring represented, am ong whom were:

B. T o tten , treasu rer of the m ercantile ex­ 
change of New York, and reputed to be the 
largest dealer in b u tte r in the United States; 
Ii. D. Curtis, secretary of the New York 
S tate D airym en’# association; Col. C. II. 
D exter and J . G. L om bard. Chicago; C ol.IL 
I*. MeGlinry, secretary of the N orthw estern 
Dairy association and of the Elgin (111.) 
board of trade; W. D. H oard, F o rt A tkin­ 
son, Wis., president of the N orthw estern 
D airym en’s association; W. I).Curtis, secre­ 
tary of the sam e organization. 
In response to a welcoming speech Gov. 
I H ubbard of M innesota m ade a suitable re­ 
sponse. A t the close of the governor’* 
speech L om bard of Chicago, in a ringing 
I tenor voice sang “ America,” the audience 
joining enthusiastically in the chorus. 
Col. Glency of Elgin, III., was introduced 
and said: Year* ago a dairy belt was 
m arked o u t. 
N orthern M innesota and the 
great bin** region in the central portion of 
the sta te were n o t included in th a t la*lt.

have la in trained in a school th a t wherever 
you can find grass, good, pure w a te raqd an 
intelligent class of people, this p articular 
branch of industry can be a* profitably pur­ 
sued as in th a t so called im aginary belt. 
All these necessary requisites are to lie found 
in th is country, a plenty of grass and ab u n ­ 
dance of w ater. All you have to do is to 
take up the industry and go forw ard, pro­ 
fiting by w hat you hear a t this convention. 
Mr. M cK iustry of W innebago City gave a 
description of the cream ery system , told 
how M innesota hail gamed her lame us a 
. d airy sta te since the introduction of th a t 
system , answered a large num ber of ques­ 
tions relative to butterm aking, propounded 
hy (lemons in the audience. He wa* follow­ 
ed by Col. Dexter of Chicago, win* delivered 
an able address upon the value of organiza­ 
tion in the prom otion of com m on interests. 
I*. J . B. Power, land com m issioner of the 
M anitoba R ailroad com pany, was then in­ 
troduced, and gave som e interesting facts 
in connection with his experience in stock 
raising iii the N orthw est. 
He said th a t his cattle turned o u t upon 
the prairie here to breed, m ade an average 
gain of 280 pounds per day in weight in 
eighty-five days. The cost of feeding the 
cattle was a b o u t three cents per day (»er 
head, and the gain per day in weight was 
a b o u t one pound |>er head. 
He told of suc­ 
cessful results from feeding w heat to both 
c attle and hogs. H is experiment# in sheep 
raising and horse breeding had m et with 
success. Th* profit per year on the horse* 
raised in this country qad teen 22 and 6-6 
|x*r cent.; on cattle, 17 (>er cent. 
An exhibition was open in connection 
with the meeting. 
Although the display 
was sm all it was very creditable, the p ro d ­ 
uct# displayed teing of fine quality. The 
whole num ber of exhibits was th irty one. 
Gen. Jam es H. Baker ably a rg u e d on te- 
half of a mixed husbandry for the North- 
wes , with stock raising and dairy farming 
as the chi**! part thereof. The speaker was 
logical and convincing, bringing to his aid a 
v a st Array of facts and figures, the results 
of long and careful investigation. 
He showed th a t the business of stock 
raising and dairy farming was safe and re­ 
m u n e r a t i v e , and th a t experience ha* de­ 
m onstrated th a t it is a business which can 
be pursued in M iinnesota with the u tm o st 
degree of success. 
Much la tte r he dem on­ 
strated , for the interest*- of the people 
would be a mixed husbandry, with this in­ 
d u stry m ade prom inent therein, th a n the 
exclusive raising of grain. 
He dwelt upon 
the evils of oleom argarine, and advocated 
tegal restrictions upon the use of th a t arti- 
; ch*. 
\V. P. T o tten , treasurer of the New Y'ork 
M ercantile Exchange, m id: Therew asdari- 
ger of exhausting the land under continued 
w heat crops; and the farm ers of the N orth­ 
west, if they kept on raising grain to theex- 
cIusion of everything elm.*, would find som e 
day th a t the land require# a rest from 
grain. 
He continued: 
It would te well for you to accept the a d ­ 
vice often repeated here and go into d airy ­ 
ing. 
M innesota is already gaining fame as 
a dairy state, but you should do w hat you 
can to incr» ase th a t fame. W here the 
daries are we som etim es have hard times, 
hut tile dairies never fail. Three years ago 
I received the first M innesota cream ery but­ 
ter, and it has teen growing b etter all the 
tim e. Now people come into my store 
every day and ask for “M innesota cream ­ 
ery b u tte r.” 
A few years ago it wa* never 
called for. The farm ers of the E ast many 
of them have gone into dairying alm ost en- 
eirely, b u t have given up largely making 
their own. They sell the cream to the 
cream eries. 
H on. W. 0 . Le Due delivered an address 
u pon M innesota as a dairy state. 
The a d ­ 
dress was carefully prepared and erudite, 
containing much scientific inform ation in 
the line of meteorology, botany, geology, 
and physical geography. In axing the term 
“ M innesota," he said he wished to be gener­ 
ic, ra th e r th an specific, and his conclusions 
would apply to a v ast section of country 
embraced in W isconsin, D akota, N orthern 
Iowa, and M anitoba. 
He said we are going 
onw ard and forw ard in the utilization of the 
growing grass, in raising more grass and 
more cattie and more profits in the sam e 
am ount of land, and to ultim ate prosperity, 
independence am ong the farm ers of Minne­ 
so ta th a t will entitle them to tak e high 
rank am ong the superior jicople of the 
world. 
F. I). H olm es of O w atonna read a paper 
in which he told how to make the dairy and 
farm pay in M innesota. 
Experience had tbangh t hi rn, he said , th a t 
heavy feeding paid the largest profit. 
A 
cow was like a piece of machinery; it took a 
certain am o u n t of (lower to run it. All af­ 
ter th a t is profit. Oh the average a good 
cow will m ake from 200 to 250 pounds of 
hurter if she is properly cared for. 
If she 
has all the good Ja in e hay o r corn fodder 
she will eat, good pure w ater, and fifteen 
pounds or ground feed per day, she will pay 
a handsom e profit to her owner,provided her 
milk is fit for first-class but tor. lf she w on’t 
do this, send her to the butcher. The b arn 
in which the cow* are 
housed should 
be good, b u t n o t necessarily expensive. 
Build suixstantial and neat. The speaker 
urged a following out of the principle# of 
neatness in all p a rts of the farm , claiming 
th a t if the fa ria home is made a ttra c tiv e the 
boys and girls will not be so eager to leave 
it for city life. The w inter dairying, from 
his own experience, was m ore profitable 
th a n sum m er dairying, on account of the 
te tte r care the cows receive in the winter, 
tile lower price of lab o r and the higher 
price of b u tte r arid cheese in the w inter 
m onths. Ile advised all farm ers who pro­ 
pose to s ta r t in on dairying to begin with 
only a few cows, increasing the num ber as 
they learned the business. 
It was a mis­ 
tak e to suppose there was a fortune in the 
business in one year. Dairying m ean th ard 
work if it was to meet w ith success. 
Col. t ’urtia of New York delivered a brief 
but com prehensive address on the subject 
of b u tter ma king. 
He recommended the Cooley system of 
setting the milk as one of the te s t and 
cheapest m ethods for the sm all dairym an. 
A t all events, the utensils used for setting 
should In* free from corners and crannies 
where the cream might collect and ferment, 
and tin utilise!* were preferable to wood. 
Care should be exercised to keep the cream 
frre from odors, 
lf the milk was w arm er 
th an the atm osphere thoro would bedanger 
of the absorption of odors a* the proc­ 
ess of ev ap o ratio n would begoing on. The 
best tim e for skimming milk wa* ju s ta tth e 
tim e 
the 
cream 
was 
beginning 
to 
tu rn sour. 
He offered several suggestions 
regarding the churning and salting of but­ 
ter. The salt used should be such as would 
dissolve readily. Oh re and neatness in 
(lacking he argued, was an im p o rta n tp o in t 
to he observed, a lid the b u tte r after pack­ 
ing should be kept in a d ark place under 
sixty degrees in tem perature. 
In reply to 
a question, the speaker gave th e opinion 
th a t Mi** feeding of swill aud brew ry refuse 
to cow* would have a serious effect on the 
quality of the b u tte r produced. 
0 . C. Gregg of Camden, Lyon county, wa* 
then introduced, and also gave a practical 
talk upon the subject of dairying, covering 
to some extent the ground which had been 
gone over by the other s h a k e rs. 
He m ain­ 
tained the principal incidentally th a t indi 
vidual dairy b u tte r made w ith the sam e 
care as is given to the making of cream ery, 
will excel the cream ery in quality. He gave 
some valuable hints iii relation to theselec- 
tio n and keeping of cows. 
There were beef cows and milch cows, he 
said, and the m ore te d you had the less 
milk you would get. 
The burden to Minne­ 
sota- dairying was th a t o u r cows are n o t 
good enough. The cold winter# of Minne­ 
so ta were an advantage rath er th an a dis­ 
advantage in the dairy business.

The new-bridge of the Northern 
Pacific across the St. Louis river, 
connecting Duluth with Superior, 
was not opened to traffic Wednes­ 
day as was expected.

table under which trains will be 
run across the bridge. 
This will 
be compiled iu sufficient time for a 
formal opening ot the bridge on 
Monday next. 
The Northern Pa­ 
cific will, on that day, make close 
connection with the 
Wisconsin 
Central and Milwauke, Lake Shore 
and Western at Ashland. The train 
will leave Ashland about 6:30 p. 
rn. and arrive at Ashland about 
6:30 a. rn. 
The completion of the 
Northern Pacific’s bridge marks a 
new era in the history of the Lake 
Superior country, and the adyan- 
tages to accrue to that section of 
country are greater’ than generally 
supposed.

A t 5 o’clock the streets 
were 
thronged with 
people, and the 
whole city was astir. 
Every m other’s 
son carried a lunch basket large enough 
to feed a dozen, and the platform in 
front of the old express office was pilled 
full of provisions in receptacles of v ar­ 
ious sizes, shapes and colors, waiting for 
the car in which it was to l»c carried. At 
5:45 the East Brainerd delegation anived 
in coaches from the shops, which were 
pulled up to the depot by the engine 
that was to tak eo u t the excursion. 
The 
engine was decorated in fiae shape and 
was much admired by thepicnicer* and 
others before leaving, as well as by the 
citizens in the various towns through 
which the excursion passed. 
On the 
right hand side, stretched from tho cab 
to the front end of the engine was a 
banner, on which was 
inscribed the 
motto “ Ho! For a R am ble'’ and lower 
down on the iron horse floating in Hic 
breeze the words “ Drive 
Dull 
Care 
Away’’ could be setn. 
On the opposite 
side arranged in the same manner the 
words “ 5Ve come for fu n ’’ and “ Trouble 
we Defy ” showed very plainly that the 
decoration committee proposed to have 
everybody along the line know that the 
party was out for a good time if such a 
thing was in the calendar. 
Besides these 
banner* on the sides were evergreens 
and flags arranged in artistic taste, and 
also were the rods, etc., wound with the 
national colors. 
The front of the engine 
was decorated in artistic shape, 
and 
was certainly the most elaborate thing 
of the kind that it has ever been our 
pleasure to see. 
On the inside of the 
glass of tho headlight were the photo-

resenting the head man of the locomotive 
department, and around them were en­ 
twined flowers, the whole encircled by a 
beautiful wreath. 
This was certainly 
a fitting tribute to so popular a man 
and officer as Mr. Small is, and shows 
that tile railroad boys all 
appreciate 
his endeavors in their behalf. Underneath 
the headligtit hung a very handsomely 
painted basket with the worn “ picnic’’ 
standing out in bold relief on the front 
of it signifying “ basket picnic,” anti im­ 
mediately above the basket wa-* a wreath 
of flowers of artistic design and very 
handsome. 
This wreath and the one 
around the photographs were kindly pre­ 
sented for the occasion by Mrs. John 
Favrou and Mrs. D. 55'. Travis. 
At 
the top of the smoke stack wa* a large

At 6.13 Conductor Blessing shouted

Cost of Farming in England. 


United States Consul Alb ut l>. Shaw, 
In a report from Manchester, England, 
for 1884, navs: 
“From a careful study 
of the cost of preparing the ground and 
putting in and harvesting crops in this 
country, I am fully satisfied that farm 
expenses are 
fully one hundred {>er 
cent, dearer, in many cases, here than 
they are in America, notwithstanding 
the much higher wages paid with us. 
The fai t is that the employment of la­ 
bor-saving agricultural 
machinery is 
much more general and varied in our 
country than it is in this. 
In the mat­ 
ter of hay-gathering, as an illustration in 
point, I recently saw a field of some 
ten 
aer**s in extent, 
the 
crop 
of 
which was being secured. 
The follow­ 
ing was the modus operandi: 
Two 
horses attached 
to a cart, tandem ; a 
boy to lead the horses; one man to pitch 
up tho hay; two men to load with their 
hands: a l>oy to rake afterend there wore 
three sets of work-ix*oplc after this fash­ 
ion on this one field 
Now, in America, 
with one man to load and drive his span 
of horses, and one man to pitch on hay 
—with a horse hay-fork to unload—more 
hay would l*e secured in one day than 
the three sets of workers were able to 
manage. 
The 'raking after’ would have 
to be done by a boy w ith a horse-rake, 
after the field had been cleared of hay. 
“ This is not an overdrawn picture, 
but an important statement of an act­ 
ual fact. 
What is true of the hay-field 
applies w ith equal force to the harvest- 
field. 
In passing by a field of wheat 
last season, I saw a reaping machine at 
work, and six men, two women and 
three boys binding up the sheaves. 
In 
the United States a *rea{>er and self- 
binder,’ with the help of two men, would 
lo the same work equally well, thus 
saving the wages of five men, two wom­ 
en and three boys. 
Those instances 
clearly show that English farmers are 
very unequally handicapped in the 
cost of handling crops alone. 
An Eng­ 
lish settler in the United Stites told me 
not long ago that he had learned to do 
twice as much work on his own land in 
one day as ho used to accomplish in a 
day in England, and he added 
that 
‘he really believed he could go back to 
England and make money farming,’ as 
the result of his improved knowledge 
of how to expeditiously cut and gather 
crops at a great saving of manual labor 
and consequently of expense. 
I feel 
certain that it would pay agriculturists 
here to send a deputation of practical 
farmers to America to study the system 
of putting in and gathering crops in use 
there, to the end that a reduction in 
the cost of manipulating the 
same 
might be made. ”

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Extraordinary A tlantic Waves. 
The scathing sea encountered by the 
steamer Germanic, which 
compelled 
her to put back to Queenstown, was no 
doubt a genuine storm wave formed in 
the vortex of an Atlantic hurricane. 
Tho ordinary Atlantic storm waves are 
not more than thirty feet high, but 
when the barometric pressure is unus­ 
ually low' at the storm’s centre, and rel­ 
atively high around its outer circle, the 
level of the sea is raised over a large 
area, and the winds blowing in on the 
centre occasionally heap up the waters to 
the height of forty-five feet. 
In a mon­ 
ograph published by the Hydrograph­ 
ic Office it is stated that storm waves 
at rare intervals, have been observed 
mounting from forty-four to forty-eight 
feet above the sea level. 
That the Ger­ 
manic, overrode such a “mountain of 
water” sufficiently demonstrates her 
prowess, despite the scathing she re­ 
ceived. 
But encounters between a pas­ 
senger steamer anda first-class storm- 
wave are not desirable. 
To avoid the 
worst waves accompanying great ocean 
storms it w’ill be generally sufficient for 
the seaman to keep his ship out of the 
immediate central path of the cyclone 
in which the 
overtopping seas are 
forme*!. 
Happily the Atlantic is now 
smoothing down its roughness a little. 
But the unpleasant exj>erience of tho 
Germanic should be noted and remem­ 
bered by all ocean steamship comman­ 
ders who flatter themselves that they 
can defy w inds and w aves with entire im­ 
punity.—New’ York Herald.
